The more the common 


market proposals of the Singa- 
pore Government are dis- 
cussed, the clearer it is that 
the time has come for facts 
and figures. On gne point at 
least there ought to be agree- 
ment between the two Ma- 
layan governments. If there 
is going to be a common mar- 
ket, of any kind, the frame- 
work must be built now. The 
further the two governments 
proceed with their completely 
independent __ planning the 
more difficult future co-oper- 
ation is made. New industries 
are being established, not per- 
haps at the rate hoped for or 
even expected, and every one 
of these new enterprises is a 
hostage. Not much has been 
disclosed about the individual 
terms on which fresh overseas 


capital has come into the 
Federation. Everybody can 
read the Pioneer  Indus- 


tries legislation, and can un- 
derstand the tax holiday. But 
there may be guarantees in 
some instances against tariff 


changes until the new indus- : 


try has been established. No 
overseas industrialist is going 
to make a substantial invest- 
ment without some under- 
standing of this kind, and the 
local capitalist’s interests are 
no different. 


Every such guarantee re- 
duces the bargaining area for 
the common market proposal. 
and moreover all this talk o1 
a common market is going to 
hold the investor back until 
he has a tariff guarantee or 
until he is otherwise sure he 
will not be affected should 
there be a common market. It 
seems essential that some sort 
of decision should be reached 
as quickly as possible. But 
where are the facts? The 
advantages of a common mar- 
ket are plainer now that 
there is a better definition of 
the aim. Yet there are pre- 
cious few statistics on which 
judgments can be formed 
Originally there was taik 
of a customs union. The 
current phrase is “a commod- 
ity common market”, which

cation has shown, says Mr. 
Lee, that Petir’s editorial 
board has confidence in the 
strength of the party to air 
certain aspects of the party 
leadership.

Pro- 
vided he sticks to this tune 
he is in a position of great 
diplomatic strength, for it is 
Mr. Chou En-lai who is obliged 
to do the dancing. Diplomatic 
strength is real power so long 
as China is under pressure to 
resolve the dispute peacefully, 
and in an interview filmed for 
an American television net- 
work Mr. Nehru has made it 
plain that Russia is exerting 
friendly pressure to this end. 

The Peking government has 
shown great resourcefulness in 


trying to r ke Nehru 
abandon ° nciple. First 
Mr. Chou te suggesting 
that India. and Chinese 


troops along the entire frontier 
should retire 12 miles. Mr. 
Nehru countered this scheme, 
which would have left Chin- 
ese troops still well inside 
India. with a proposal that 
each should withdraw its for- 
ces behind the frontier re- 
cognised by the other. Whilst 
on any dispassionate exami- 
nation of the case this idea 
was fair, and something of a 
concession by India, it was 
predictably unacceptable to 
China because in Ladakh 
alone it meant evacuating 
several thousand square miles 
of territory complete witn 
illicit road. 

Sure enough, Mr. Chou came 
back with another suggestion, 
that he should meet Mr. 
Nehru for talks on this single 
question of how far troops 
should retire. In rejecting this 
Mr. Nehru has both kept his 
own promise not to talk until 
Chinese troops have gone and 
avoided the risk that talks on 
a restricted basis might have 


delayed indefinitely fully 
negotiation about the border 
itself. He has emphasised 


this latest move in the war of 
wits against China with the 
polite but firm observation 
that Mr. Chou still owes him a 
reply to an earler letter about 
India’s “historical claims.”

Summit In 
Sight 


At last the summit meeting 
is in sight, the prospect only 
slightly clouded by continued 
Western differences over the 
military structure of Nato. 
These differences can be 
taken too seriously. A tough 
Russian attitude at the sum- 
mit would help resolve them; 
progress towards East-West 
agreement would make them 
less important. There is also 
a conflict of opinion over 
Berlin, which the communique 
on the Western summit meet- 
ing manages partly. to con- 
ceal. Does the reaffirmation 
ef the principles of the four 
power communique to Russia 
twelve months ago cancel the 
concessions offered in the 
Geneva discussions? Dr. Aden- 
auer thinks it does, and has 
returned to Bonn elated. In 
the British and American view, 
however, any consideration of 
the Berlin question must start 
where the Geneva discussions 
left off, and this will certainly 
be the Russian stand should 
there be a fresh effort to 
reach an interim agreement 
on Berlin. 

Russia’s response to the 
Western invitation is “posi- 
tive.” It did not take Moscow 
Radio long to say so, or to 
remind the West that the 
Soviet Government has con- 
sidered for a long time that a 
summit meeting would help 
eliminate mutual mistrust and 
pave the way for a further 
easing of international ten- 
sion. So far so good. But 
there was a summit con- 
ference four years ago at 
which the heads of govern- 
ment actually reached agree- 
ment in principle on German 
reunification after free elec- 
tions, an agreement which 
would also have settled the 
status of Berlin. But in the 
end the Geneva summit left 
matters a little worse than 
they were, a_ failure which 
has continued to haunt West- 
ern statesmen and which was 
the justification for American 
insistence that there could be 
no more summit conferences 
without some assurance of a 
prior basis for agreement. 

In the last twelve months 
there has been a_ distinct 
change in the international 
atmosphere. The restatement 
of Western principles -n the 
Berlin issue is a remitder, 
however, of the crisis which 
Mr. Khrushchev’s ultimatum 


precipitated last | December. 
He withdrew it only when 





confronted by the certainty | little in either time or money 


that the Western powers 
would maintain their position 
in Berlin by force if they had 
to. In Budapest the other 
week, Mr. Khrushchev spoke 
again of his intention to con- 
clude a separate treaty with 
Eastern Germany if there is 
no East-West agreement. The 
Western powers are ready to 
bring their rights in Berlin up 
to date—which would involve 
token withdrawals of troops 
—but they will not surrender 
any of their responsibilities in 
the absence of a general set- 
tlement of the German pro- 
blem. Undoubtedly the possibi- 
lity of an interim agreement 
on Berlin did ‘emerge in the 
Geneva talks earlier this year. 
The question is not whether 
the Western powers have taken 
a step back, but whether Mr. 
Khrushchev will take a step 
forward. Or does he intend to 
make German partition per- 
manent? 

For ail that the Paris com- 
munique says, the Western 
powers have still to agree on 
a unified policy on Berlin. 
They must reckon with the 
possibility of Mr. Khrushchev 
carrying out half his threat. 
Nor are they agreed on dis- 
armament policy and the nuc- 
lear bomb, questions which 
they have themselves suggest- 
ed should be discussed at the 
summit. The Western govern- 
ments cannot even begin to 
find the framework of a com- 
mon disarmament policy until 
America’s Coolidge Committee 
has reported to Congress. In 
fact this meeting of the heads 
of Western governments, al- 
though it has brought the 
East-West summit in sight, has 
not settled some of the West’s 
own problems. The differences 
are not crucial, and are re- 
concilable in face of the ne- 
cessity for a common stand- 
point in Paris in April. But 
obviously there is work ahead 
for the experts as well as the 
statesmen, for the greatest 
need is the preparation of 
hard proposals that will test 
the sincerity of the Russian 
desire for peace and agree- 
ment.

Learning To 
Read 


The most obvious dis- 
advantages of illiteracy are 
perhaps the most difficult to 
take seriously, the inability to 
read a signpost or to identify 
the contents of a tin except 
by the picture on the label. 
Of rather more consequence 
there is the inability to fit into 
the machinery of administra- 
tion by completing and sign- 
ing an official form. Yet as 
Dr. Means, who is Adviser on 
Literacy to the Minister of 
Education, points out, because 
of these things “the illiterate 
person is a handicapped mem- 
ber of society.” Roughly half 
the adults in Malaya suffer 
this handicap. The Prime 
Minister put their position 
very well just after the Feder- 
ation elections. There were 
many, he said, who could not 
read newspapers and who had 
to depend on the spoken word 
for all their knowledge of na- 
tional events. “It must be one 
of our principal tasks... to 
educate people such as these,” 
he said. 

Dr. Means has produced 
figures showing that it costs 


to raise an average adult to 
what is called functional lite- 
racy. The phrase denotes 
ability to read and write a let- 
ter and to read simple books. 
Three hours teaching a week 
with a standard class of 20 
over a period of six months 
is sufficient to achieve that 
standard, and the cost per 
pupil to the Government can 
be as low as $12. This speed 
owes much to the simplicity of 
Rumi, with the eagerness of 
the adult pupil helping him to 
forge ahead. 

A problem of which Dr. 
Means is certainly aware is 
relapse. Country peopie in par- 
ticular are prone to lose their 
literacy having laboriously 
acquired it. There is no easy 
remedy, yet one must be 
found if only because even at 
$12 a head’ the consequent 
waste of money could be con- 
siderable on a national scale. 
Much must depend on gear- 
ing instruction to the likely 
use of literacy, whether read- 
ing a simply written newspaper 
or filling in a form. For this 
reason the Rumi script has a 
special value. With the know- 
ledge that has been gained by 
practical experience, Dr. 
Means’ estimate of 20 years for 
the attainment of virtually 
complete Malayan literacy is 
realistic and hopeful.

Car Parking 


A great many Singapore 
motorists will resent the park- 
ing metres and the charges 
which seem for the moment 
to have half-emptied the 
Collyer Quay carpark and to 
have created space in Raffles 
Place for the shopping motor- 
ist. Some time or other day- 
long free parking at these 
spots, and_ outside Fullerton 
Building, was bound to come 
to an end. 


Most motorists recognise 
this. They have tried, through 
their association, to prod 
successive authorities into pro- 
viding or helping provide more 
parking spaces for which a 
charge could be made, and 
unhappily they have not been 
successful. They may be per- 
suaded now to try again. 
Meanwhile they do seem to 
have one genuine complaint 
against the new regulations. 
Collyer Quay ought to be 
available for daylong parking 
at a more reasonable charge. 
It is not a road. Behind this 
week’s change, however, there 
apparently is a desire to re- 
duce the traffic congestion by 
discouraging the office worker 
from driving his car to the 
city. The result may be simply 
to move the congestion fur- 
ther down the road. Certainly 
Singapore’s complicated and 
still growing traffic problem is 
not going to be so easily 
solved.

year. There is small doubt 
that the main outcome will be 
to place responsibility for all 
elections in the hands of the 
Election Commission. 

The elements of uniformity 
have yet to emerge. It will be 
interesting to see whether the 
working party has recom- 
mended the abolition of an- 
nual rotation in favour of a 
straightforward three-year 
term of office for local coun- 
cils. If this were done, how- 
ever, the principle of con- 
tinuity would vanish from 
local government and this in 


admission of national politics 
into a field where local issues 
ought to be decisive. Restric- 


citizens might be open to the 
same interpretation. The 
Penang Government has 
spoken out firmly for the 
citizenship qualification, and 
feeling will probably be the 
same in other States. It may 
be that the Federation’s multi- 
communal make-up and its 
vulnerability to subversion 
leaves no choice. There is 
nonetheless a case for the view 
that the concern of local 
government is to administer 


ment of rates, and that all 
rate-payers should therefore 
enjoy the franchise at this 
level. 


Until a uniform system is 
adopted, however, there can 
be no start on the revision of 
the electoral registers. In Sep- 
tember the Government inti- 
mated that these were in a far 
worse state of error even than 
was feared. The sooner the 
uniform system is established 
and work begins on the re- 
gisters the better. It is im- 
perative that there should be 
no further delays.

On the divisional council 
decision not to renew Mr.

This was in spite of a 
recommendation from the 
head of the Philosophy 
Department, Dr, J.J. Hart- 
land-Swan, that Mr. Ka- 
menka’s academic and 
teaching record fully jus- 
tified his appointment to 
the permanent staff. The 
committee gave no reason 
for its decision. 

At the council meeting,

RIINGAPORE, Dec. 21.— 

The Singapore Fa- 
mily Planning Asso- 
ciation feels that family 
planning and education 
are better weapons to 
combat illegal abortions 
than legalising the 
practice. 

A proposal to legalise abor- 
tion as an interim measure is 
contained in an article in the 
latest English-language issue 
of the PAP organ, Petir. 

A F.P.A. spokesman des- 
cribed the-proposal as “a ne- 
gative policy,” and said that 
similar measures had failed 
in Japan. 


Making abortion legal was 
not the answer to Singapore's 


rapid increase in population, 
sald Prof. B. H. Sheares, who 
is Professor of Obstetrics and 
Gynaecology at the University 
of Malaya. 


He said there were other 
methods like sterilisation, to 
fight over-population. 

Prof. Sheares added: “‘Ille- 
gal abortions will still conti- 
nue even if the Government 
makes abortion legal in the 
State. 


“It has been found in coun- 
tries where abortion has been 
made legal that people still 
continue to tamper with preg- 
|nancies illegally.” 

He suggested that a tight- 
ening-up of the laws in the 
|State would to some extent 
|check fllegal abortion but to 





root it out would be impossi- |

These notes are of 
the issue bearing the 
Queen’s head and 
dated March 21, 1953, 
purporting to be $50 
notes issued by the 
Board of Commis- 
sioners of Currency,

Borneo. 

Members of the public 
are advised to pay care- 
ful attention to all notes 
of this denomination 


which they may receive. | 


The statement says that 
notes so far detected have 
the prefixes A/1 and A/6 to 
their seria] numbers. 

It adds: Members of the 
public are advised to scruti- 
nise all $50 notes coming in- 
to their possession for the 
following faults: 

THERE IS no security 
thread on the back of the 
note. 

In a genuine note the 
security thread can _ be 
seen as a horizontal line 
to the left of the centre of

the note, cutting the crests 
of Singapore and Pahang. 


THE WATERMARK of the 
forgery is opaque and can be 
seen on the back of the note 
in the right-hand panel. It is 
a printed lion’s head in a 
faint yellow colour. 


The watermark of a 
genuine note can only be 
seen if held to the light 
and is incorporated in the 
paper. 

THE PAPER is of a poorer 
quality and thinner. 


THE PRINTING of the 
note feels flat and there is 
no embossing on the note. 


THE PORTRAIT of the 
Queen in the forgery is poor- 
ly executed and the name of 
the printers in the border at 
the bottom of the front of 
the note is very indistinct.
